PRELIMINARY WORK 
BUILDINGS ON TECH. 

Towers for Concrete Distribution 
are Buijt.— Work is Sub- 
Divided. 



Boston, Nov. IM.— - Persons passing 
tho «lté of the new Technology nt the 
Cambridge end of the Harvard bridge, 
have seen that high towers of wood 
have been erected and that numerous 
buildings of unpretentious appearance 
have sprung up In different places 
about the lot. These are all evidences 
of tho work that is beginning, and al- 
though the men do not seem to be 
numerous, and are in fact but a small 
fraction of tho force that will pres- 
ently bo employed, there nre to-day 
more than 200 laborers engaged In the 
work. 

The tremendous size of the construc- 
tions makes It necessary to subdivide 
the work, and the corporation that has 
full charge of the building operations 
will divide its activities Just as If dif- 
ferent linns were at work. There will 
be seven such construction activities at 
once, independent of one another but 
controlled by the central authorities. 
These different rompantes will have 
each of them Its own headquarters. Its 
laborers, time-keepers and engineers. 
This division of the work accounts for 
the number of headquarters, toolhouaes 
and the 




A mass meeting of all undergradu- 
ates is called for rive o'clock this af- 
ternoon to decide whether McGill 
University shall take up teaching 
military science. Principal Peter- 
son, t'ol. Denlson, commander of the 
Fourth Division of the 'Canadian 
Militia, Major Anderson, also of the 
Fourth, and Dr. Geddes, of the fa- 
culty, will present the four sides of 
the question, and the students will 
then be able to judge what their at- 
titude on a course of military science 
is. 

This course will huve nothing to 
do with the C.O.T.C., save that for 
tho purpose of convenience members 
of the corps may attend one or the 
lectures in the other course. The of- 
licers of the C.O.T.C. take no stand, 
as members, in the matter, only sta- 
ting that it is not necessary for the 
student taking the Imperial military 
science course, to enter upon the 
other also. 

The War Office in the old country 
set the examinations for the Imperial 
military course. It has been taught 
here for the past live years, nnd has 
interested not only many students 
attracted by the other classes to lec- 
tures of that sort, but numbers of 
outsiders. Among the courses were 
military history, military science, 
tactics; administration, military en- 
gineering. A graduate from it may 
be an officer in India or any ut the 
other colonics, as well as Canada. 

There is no drill during the time 
or the lectures. Hut the applicant 
for the commission is required to nt- 
tenil camp at Petawawa or Kingston 
during the summer. 

There has been comment both in 
favor and adverse to the notion of 
extending the course, and the mass 
meeting this afternoon has been call- 
ed that the definite attitude of the 
McGill student may be ascertained. 

In presenting the question this af- 
ternoon Principal Peterson will ex- 
plain the attitude of the University 
toward tho idea of the establishment 
of a course. He will go into the prob- 
lem whether it should be part of the 
complex system or which law. arts, 
dentistry and medicine are each fa- 
culties on equal footing. Colonel 
Denlson will present the case of the 
militia. Dr. Geddes will show what 
the faculty thinks. 

The address of the afternoon will 
be that of Major Anderson who will 
tell Just what I he scheme comprises. 

In the past Col. Wood, Col. Eng- 
lish, Major Robinson and Captain 
Tyrell anil ('apt. Irvine have been 
carrying on Instruction n this work 
here. This year, If the course Is 
started, Major Anderson will take 
the place of Col. English and Col. 
Woods, and ('apt. Irvine will con- 
tinue the lectures of Captain Tyrell. 

The course will be spread over sev- 
eral years, either two or three. This 
means that the student who first en- 
ters upon it may take administra- 
tion course one year, tactics the next, 
and finish up with history and en- 
gineering the next or fix up the order 
of classes another way if conven- 
ient, It will require only two or 
three hours a week in class. 

Details of tho course will be ex- 
plained this afternoon In the Engin- 
eering Building, at the mass meet- 
ing in Room 33, at five o'clock.

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PARTING OF THE WAYS 

McGill to-day has reached another parting of the ways. 

There will be a mass meeting this afternoon of students, fac- 
ulty, and prominent officers in Montreal to decide whether McGill 
shall add what may ultimately become a Faculty of Military Train- 
ing to her list of courses. 

She started with medicine and arts, but soon law became a 
demanded course. Science followed. Agriculture was added six 
years ago. The Dental Faculty is the latest born. Shall it be the 
elder brother of a Faculty of Military Science > 

The University has been teaching military science for five 
years. Yet no settled policy of advance has been decided on. Ad- 

i 

ditional classes were added, like amendments to the English 
Constitution, because prompted by accidental happenings such as an 
application from a number of students. 

But now the time has come to decide whether this course 
•hall be nursed into prosperity until it reaches the distinction 
achieved by the older faculties, or be abandoned. 

The speakers this afternoon will endeavor to find out whether 
the students think the course helpful to their graduate life. They 
will explain completion of it is title to a commission in the Imperial 
Army, and runs over three years. 

One argument in its favor is that it allows the undergraduate 
who expects to enter the Canadian force some time, to earn his 
commission with no more than four hours a week of classes at a 
time when he can afford to devote part of his time to the work. It 
is improbable that when he enters business, he will spare parts of 
three or four days a week to attend classes. 

The question is largely one of personal opinion, and of per- 
ianal wants, and need only be presented here. 



THEATRE NIGHT

Maurice Maeterlinck; 

Apostle of the Soul 

Hurls Himself Ceaselessly but Vainly Against Great Mystery of 

Life and Death.' 



At the first glance into Maeterlinck's 
Works one feels one is back in the 
age of mediaeval mysticism, but on 
nunc careful examination one finds 
that he is entirely a child of his age, 
so completely a modernist, that he oaa 
perfect command ot the ways of sci- 
ence, while ut the same time he is 
heart and soul a mystic. What 1 wish 
to trace litis evening Is the development 
of these two sides of his character, and 
as it is the most interesting, es- 
pecially the mystic side. Maeterlinck 
Is before all things else the Apostle 
of the soul, the soul of man. and at 
the same lime the great soul of the 
l'n I verse, which he feels assured per- 
vades all nature: but which lies just 
outside human ken. It Is this great 
mystery of life and death against 
which he hurls himself ceaselessly but 
Vainly In Ills earlier works, attempts 
to resign himself to In his maturer 
essays and plays, which he seems to 
have conquered nnd risen above In the 
Uluobird, and which now, in his latest 
works, he is again striving to solve, 
this time by scientific faets. He has 
thus wedded mysticism to science, by 
using the methods of the laboratory 
to realize the infinite, to know the un- 
knowable and to express the Inex- 
pressible, Perhaps wo may not care 
for this aspect of the development, 
Maeterlinck, the mystic, the sort of 
fourth dimensional poet, rather ap- 
peals to us, solving the problems of 
Destiny, of Love and ot the soul of 
poetry alone. Throughout his whole 
work, however, .Maeterlinck has show- 
ed the spirit of a scientific worker, 
though he has not adopted the instru- 
ments, by the sincerity and devotion 
displayed in his search for truth. Wo 
arc doing him Wrong, however. If we 
call him a scientist. Science can never 
solve the problem of the l'nlvcrse, so 
.Maeterlinck 1ms approached it by the 
one possible way of attack, if we omit 
faith In the Revelation of the Word of 
clod, by poetry. All his writings might 
come under his definition of poetry - 
"thai which tends to keep open the 
path from the seen to the unseen." 

The work of Maeterlinck Is so little 
concerned with material things, so en- 
tirely does he lurn from the objects 
'if the senses to those pf the soul, that 
it is Impossible to gain from his writ- 
ings any idea of his. life, except his 
deep love of children, animals and 
flowers. The facts of his life as pro- 
vided by biographers are very few. 

lie wuh born at Ghent in I SC". Af- 
ter being cduealod ut the College St. 
Ilarbu and the University of his own 
city, he took his place there as a bar- 
rister In 1SS6. The fpllowllng year be 
went to Paris, where he met Vllllers 
de l'Isle-Adam and other members of 
tlu- symbolist school of poetry. Their 
influence, which appealed so directly 
to his own mystic soul can be traced 
right through his Work, However, al- 
though all his writing Is In French, 
-Maeterlinck did not stay In Paris, but 
returned to Ghent, where he still lives 
among. the bees and the flowers In 
Normandy in summer, in Provence In 
the winter, far from all political strug- 
gles, where lie dreams and meditates 
and writes nt his leisure. All the in- 
fluences around him tend to that ser- 
enity which appears in all his mature 
writings. But besides these external 
influences wo mfUst mention those 
which worked upon the Inner man. Ills 
ideas have been moulded in a mystic 
school as is sn^wn i.y his translations 
nnd studies of Xovalls, Plotinus, and 
ltuyabroeek, and by the frequent re- 
ferences to other such men as Marcus 
Aurellus, Swedenborg, Emerson, etc. 

The first groat influence to have ef- 
fect on his soul waa that of the sym- 
bolists, of course a certain indefinable 
symbolism making Its appeal to the 
emotions, is the substance of all style. 
Hut, besides these Symbols evoking 
ithe emotions are thrwn which evoke 
ideas, either alone or with emotion, 
and if is these intellectual symbols 
to which one has reference in using 
the technical term "symbolism." This 
spirit so pervades all Maeterlinck's 
WOI* that we hove to be very deal- 
on tills point before we begin to ex- 
amine it. We must remember thai 
symbolism is different from allegory. 
As Mr. Yeats defines It, "Symbols 
give dumb things voices nnd bodiless 
fhings bodies," they are "the only 
things free enough from nil bonds to 
speak of perfection." 

In Maeterlinck the symbolism docs 
not Seem always clear and graspable, 
yet all the same the spirit pervad. s 
his work, from the first poems right 
through all his plays, till we get a 
most glorious example of it in the 
graveyard scene or the "Bluebird." 
where nothing Is seen where tbe gTaves 
bad been except masses of mysterious 
flowers. Maeterlinck's poems, "The 
Serres Chandes" and the "Dome < 'ban- 
sons," Illustrate to perfection the 
subtle wording, the peculiar, haunting, 
elusive beauty, nnd vague Significance 
Which Is characteristic of all this type 
of verse. Take, for example, the verge: 
"Je pleure les lèvres fanées 
(m les baisers ne sont pas nés 
Kl les désirs nbandones 
Sous les tristesses moissonnées." 

Perhaps even more extraordinarily 
suggestive are the following lines. 
"O hothOHSe In the midst of the forests! 
And your doors shut forever! 
And all that there is under your dome. 
And limier m" soul Is your likeness' 

The thoughts of a princess an-hungered 
The wenrinefs of a Mltof in the 

wilderness, 
Brazen music at the windows of In- 
curables." 
Those last lh(e* lines present such 
startling contrasts, are m laconically 
eloquent. Others of bis fHieins are 
much more simple, but equally beauti- 
ful and finished, ns may be shown by 
the lust stanza of one discussing the 



possibility of the return of a faithless 
lover: 

"And if be should ask me 
How you fell asleep? 

Tell him that I smiled 

For fear lest he should weep." 

Throughout all these poems runs the 
same note of sorrow, of broken hopes, 
vain struggles, and torturing despair. 
There is no definite analyzing of hi" 
grief, it is Just the first outbreaks of 
a heart oppressed beyond measure. 
The world is all suffering so he gives 
us a play of horrors, "l.a Princesse 
-Maleine," where be combines the Ideas 
of the most terrible scenes out of all 
Shakespeare's great tragedies. (This 
has beep called by scoffing critics "an 
anthology of Shakespeare for children 
and Patagonlans.) it was by this play 
he was llrst brought before the atten- 
tion of the public and premature en- 
thusiasts spoke grandiloquently of the 
new Shakespeare who had arisen from 
among the Belgians. This first at- 
tempt was quickly followed by several 
Plays or one net, which were far simp- 
ler, but far more powerful. These 
were 'l.'lntruse," 'Les Aveugles," 
"L'Intérieur," "Les Sept Princess," and 
other fairy pieces. These three little 
Plays are as powerful as anything he 
has written since, anil even more so. 
There is no action in them, thev are 
simply animated by a terrible dread of 
the unknown, conversations in tbe 
dark, where the subject is death. 

Destiny is all powerful. So completely 

are the characters subjugated to her 
that Maeterlinck afterwards spoke of 
them as plays for puppets, Maeter- 
linck has not yet begun to discuss the 
manners and customs of the soul, but 
by bis vivid picturing and great psv- 
chologieal power, we seem to see con- 
crete before our eyes abstract states 
of mind, there is the uneasiness, the 
growing terror, the shiver and sud- 
den hush over all nature, as Destiny, 
embodied in Heath, draws near. In, 
one of tlïese. Los Aveugles," Is ex- 
pressed a philosophical idea. Twelve 1 
blind nu n and women are being gulj-l 

ed through a f.scst by a priest. They 
halt and can find no trace of their 
guide; suddenly one of them moves! 
and stumbles over the priest, dead and 
<"M on the ground. What. is left for 
tnem but to perish miserably? In this 

s easily traced Its meaning. Blind 
humanity was guided through the 
world by religion, but religion Is dead 
and man knows not what to do save' 
lament her in the darkness. So we! 
see Maeterlinck having renounced faith 
to explain the questions of life and 
death, stranded "without hope in the 
world." Ho realizes be cannot reason 1 
out a line, nor does he even attempt 
tins in his philosophic works. Where! 
he does seek lor it is in beauty ami wis- 
dom. 

Before, however, we discuss bis 
avowedly philosophic works, we must 
mention two more of his plays, "Pel- 
leas el Mellsande," and "Aglavalna et 
Sejywctte." These are for more com- 
plex dramas than his first, though they 

are certainly never more Impressive, 

there Is, however, a considerable 
change in his ideas. In "Pelleas it 
Mellsande" the characters are more 
human and there is some action, al- 
though It is still on the emotions that 
the interest centres, Tills is the most 
Impregnated with symbolism of any 
of his dramas, almost evi rv word every 
movement is capable of not only one 
Interpretation, but many, it has the 
proper and traditional scenery of a 
Gothic Castle, a park with huge trees, 
a for. st by (he sea, a lost princ ess, ( 
handsome young lover and so on 
Destiny here as in the others reigns, 
with ati absolute and tyrannical sway, 
love must follow destiny. It is useless! 
for the victims to struggle against it J 
All the symbols bave a sad liiterpiv- ; 
tation, all impress upon us the mystery,! 
the probably cruel mystery, which 
surrounds us on every hand', shutting 
us off from each other, "("était un 
petit eue mystérieux," snvs the old 

king art<r Melisande'a death, "comme 

tout le monde." So we lin, I here Just 
the same Idea as in "l,cs Aveugles," 
"Nous ne nous sommes Jamais vues les 
uns les autres." i„ his next play, 
"Aglavaine ami Selysoitc." he first de- 
scends to earth, and we change from 
a drama of fatality and terror to one 
of human emotions anil Volitions. Me- 
lennde is married to Selysette, a gay, 
childish woman, passionately devoted 
to her husband. There comes to stay 
with them Aglavaine, a woman noble 
in every way with whom .Meleande at 
once feels affinity or souls. Aglavaine 
feels that they are Joined I.y destiny, 
but she decides that she must go away! 
for, says she, "Je crois qu'on se trompe 
rarement lorsqu'on tache d'abord d'en* 
lever une suflrahce un plus faible pour 
la reporter sur soi-même." Selvsette, 
however, "Va petite" Selysette has 
overheard them, and in a most beau* 
lit'iil scene where she finds Aglavaine 
asleep In the moonlight by the side of 
a reservoir, she decides that she must 
sacrifice herself. As the play progress- 
es we watch Selysi-tfe's character alos- 
sotn out Info tbi' most beautiful and 
perfect Ideal of unselfish womanhood. 
Finally she throws herself down from 
a tower, and dies, still Insisting she 
did not do it on purpose. 

This really Is n very beautiful play, 
at anyntte to read. There Is not much 
anion in it, and the characters are 
still governed by destiny— It is destiny 
that unites the hearts of Agla- 
vaine and MHennde. Still, too, 
we have the beautiful legend - 
nry si enery and still the neces- 
sity for nature to sympathize with man. 
This Is most clearly and most beauti- 
fully brought out when Selysette g-nes 
up tirst to the tower to throw herself 
down. The sun Is shining, all is fresh 
and beautiful; she cannot do it then, 
she returns, snys farewell to her old 
grandmother, and when she returns 
nil Is cold and dismal, a fitting back- 
ground for the sacrifice of her young 
life. The characters in this are very 
beautiful. It Is true they are not ver'v 
distinct. All Maeterlinck's drawing— 
his scenery, his time, and his charact- 
ers- is on broad, general lines, vague 
nnd beautiful. Still Aglavaine Im- 
presses herself upon us as his Ideal of 
a woman— strong, wise, tender, self* 
sacrificing. And la petite Selysette is 
really in her own childishness even 
more appealing. There is also a very 

high Ideal of love, as expressed by 
Belysette, who wishes to be loved, not 
for her wisdom or her beauty or any 
attribute, but Just because she is her- 
self. 

In the same year (I89BI appeared 

Maeterlinck's first philosophic work 

"1* Trésor des Humbles." This Is the 
firs! original expression "f bis OWn be- 
liefs, but it was no mentis the llrst 

time that he had touched philosophy. 

In IRI'I be bad translated Itiiyshroerk. 
and in 18'.':. be hail made a study of 
N'ovali*. These both bad a strong In- 
fluence on htm. but bis best beloved 
teacher was Plotinus. of whom be says: 
"The greut Plotinus. who, nf nil the 
Intellects known to me draws Hie near- 
est to the divine." Marcus AureliUS, 
loo, he much admired, and there are 
decided traces of stoidam in "i<i Snge.sse 

et la Destinée," ss where he says, "The 
more truly enlightened we are. thel 
more we will live with (his inner con- 
sciousness, and be undisturbed by out- 
sule." Ill*" Is also thought to owe a 
debt to Kmerson, but I fhlnk that the 
thoughts which resemble each other 
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in these two were taken by both from 
Plotinus. 

This book seems to be seethed up. as 
It were, from the very depUhs an I 
anguish of bis spirit. All bis thoughts 
and his worries and his wonderlngs 
be pours out, eagerly, irregularly, 
abounding in repetitions, struggling to 
express himself, of one thing he is 
sure, that is, that it is the inner lire 
counts, the fiiiter is of praotlcatly no 
Importance. And s., the soul and 
again the soul is the subject to which 
be returns, What is if.' Where Is it? 
How wonderful and how important it 
Is. Apparently he is not a dualist, but 
a "triallat" if there be such o word. 
There Is the soul, below it, oh yes. far 
below it. is the Intellect, and then, 
somehow containing these and observ- 
ing them is the eg... "myself." And 
perhaps this last Is two, for he says, 
"We mu«l try to be more beautiful 
than ourselves; we shall niaver dis- 
tance our soul." lie thinks every 
man's soul is naturally a bountiful 
thing and here as I said he is Just 
following Plotinus who says ( Kn- 
lieads, Villi, "The soul is not essentially 
villous, and again every soul is not 
vicious," and ftnysbroeck, who says 
"The soul finds Ood in Its own depths." 
Again. Plotinus says (ihwicids, VI., 
9), "There shall come a time for us 
when the vision will be unbroken, and 
we are no longer disturbed by any 
unrest of the body." This Is the burden 
weighing upon Maeterlinck, if he 
could only get rid of the wretohed, In- 
competent body, "I'll that this too, 
too solid flesh would melt." This is 
why he insists so strongly that souls 
can have communication only in si- 
lence. "From the moment we have 
some'hing to say to each other we 
are compelled to hold our peace." 

However, it is not nil pessimistic. 
There is the most optimistic essay 
where he discusses the approach of a 
marvellous soul-awakening which he 

feels Is Impending. "Perhaps ere long 
we shall be conscious of the murmur 
of the (I.mIs, and the two last, "The 
Deeper lAte," ami "The Inner Beauty," 
where be discusses this question of the 
innate gviodnoss of mankind. "We 
all live in (.he sublime, that is t-he only 
place of life." or acu.ii], "He good at 
the depths of you, and you will dis- 
cover that those who surround you 
will be good even to the same depths." 
It Is this which makes tin- ordinary 
life of the commonest individual so 
wonderful and mysterious. Y«>t In 
spite of these indications that his soul 
Is finding its way out of the laby- 
rinth, it Is still overhung by the dread 
figure of destiny, and of death. "It 
is da&Ul flint is the guide of our life, 
and oUr life has no goal but death. 
Our deiiith Is the mould Into which our 
life flows." Where he does not identi- 
fy destiny with death, he feels that Its 
strongest flower is exercised over love, 
and especially in women. This lias! 
already ben Illustrated in the plays, j 
and in Ills essay "< hi Women." he soys. | 
"We fry our hardest to choose against 
the choice of destiny: yet shall the 
women we elect always have come 
to us straight from the unvarying 
•tar." 

Maeterlinck at last seems to escape 
from the terrible dread of Destiny 
v.-beii he ernes to his beniiltful reflec- 
tions ill I.e Sagesse et le Destinie. 
Though this was only written, two 
years after "He Trésor des Humbles." 
It seems a much more mature work. 
It might I think be described as be- 
ing much higher, but not so deep. 
It Is by "Ixi Sagesse" alone that man 
can escape from llcstiny. "I41 Statue 
du destin projette une ombre énorme 
sur la vallée qu'elle semble monder de 
ténèbres. Nous nalssonsen elle, il f-st 
vrai, mais 11 rat purmls a beau. ..up 
d'hommes d'en sortis." And elsewhere 
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ques-unes de nos destinie* Instruct. 
Ivea." in f.o i iie even goes far as
